Its First Convention Held 
Yesterday. 


Non-partisan, but Somewhat Sultry 
All the Same. 


A Lively Breeze in the Outset, Fol- 
lowad by a Big Bolt. 


Delegate Head Heads a Bolt- The 
Seceders Retire and Lift Up 
Their Voices in Protesta- 
tion—The Nominations. 


ORANGE,July 8.— [Special.] — The Orange 
non- Partisan Citizens’ Convention for the 
nomination of candidates to fill the offices 
of the new county of Orange, met here to- 
day at 10 a. m., at the Rochester Hotel, with 
a full delegation present. A. Cauldwell, 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
making the call, took the platform at 10 
sharp and called the convention to order. 
He then read the call, including an address 
to the people of the county. The address is 
as follows: 

To the Citizens of Orange County: In 
issuing the above call for a Citizens’ 
Convention for Orange County, we have 
telt that party politics, in the national 
sense, have no proper place in our own 
local public business; that it is of great im- 
portance that the affairs of the new county 
shall be started aright in the direction of an 
economical, honest and energetic conduct of 
public business, freed from the exigencies 
of partisan geal and that these objects 
can best be 8 lished by a movement of 
this character, o delegates to this con- 
vention will Satie direct from the people, 
and we feel sure that a body of men 80 se- 
lected will nominate candidates whose high | 
character and standing in private life will 
be their certificate of fitness and ability for 
public station. Beyond the issuance of the 
call the matter is left where it proper) 
should be, in the hands of the voters in each 
precinct. 

This call had been signed by about 100 
voters, representing 16 precincts of the 
county, After completing the reading, Mr. 
Cauldwell announced that W. P. North- 
cross would act as temporary chairman, and 
S. M. Craddick as temporary secretary. 
Mr, Northcross spoke of the business of the 
hour, and that business, he thought, was to 
nominate good and true men to fill the 
various offices in the new county. 

C. C. Wright of the Orange delegation, 
moved that the chairman appoint three 
committees as foilows: A committee on 
permanent organization and order of busi- 
ness;a committee on credentials; and a 
committee on resolutions. 

The motion, being seconded, was an-

A delegate from ‘Tustin sailed into the 
chairman in rough order, saying if two or 


three men were to transact all the business 
the rest of the convention might as well 
retire for good. 

The chairman took issue with the dele- 


gate, and a half-dozen men were on their 


feet, talking and:shouting at the top of 
their voices. Chairman Northcross came 
down from the platform, after placing Mr. 
Cauldwellin the chair, and defended his 
course and that of the chairman of the Ex- 


ecutive Committee in a cool and deliberate | 


mauner, which soothed the excited dele- 
gates to some extent. 

The Tustin member, however, was not 
satisfied, and insisted on talking and 
finally moved to proceed to the election of a 
new chairman, and was promptly ruled out 
of order. He appealed to the convention, 
but his appeal was ignored. He was finally 
got to his seat, when the chairman an- 
nounced the following committeemen: 

On Credentials—George Irvine, Richard 
Eagan, A. Cauldwell, J. A. McFadden, A. 
F, Gardner. 

Organization and Order of Business— 
J. A. Pfeiffer, John W. Irons, John Cad- 
man, George A. Whidden and S. J. Find- 
ley. 

On Resolutions—A. McDermott, Joshua 
Parker, B. M. Litton, H. Goff, W. H. 


At10:30 the convention took a recess 
until 1 o’clock p.m., awaiting reports of the 
several committees. he 


‘AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Two-thirds of the Convention Secede 
—Nominations Made. 

ORANGE, July 8.—|Special.| The after- 
neon session of the convention was called 
to order at 1:15 0’clock. When order was 
restored, J. W. Ballard from Tustin arose 
and offered the following resolution: 

“Resolved, that it isthe sense of the del- 
egates assembled that, up to this time, this 
convention is notan organized body, inas- 
much as the delegates present have had no 
voice in the selection of its presiding offi- 
cers, and that now we proceed to the or- 
ganization of the convention and the elec- 
tion of a temporary chairman and secre- 
tary, and that said election be had by vote 
of precincts here represented.” 

The resolution was promptly ruled out of 
order and Mr. Ballard took his seat. 

DELEGATE HEAD PROTESTS. 

H. W. Head of Garden Grove arose to his 
feet, and, speaking to the delegates, said: 
“Every delegate presen’ can certainly see 
by this time that itis the determination of 


great majority of this convention seems 
powerless. Now, I, for one, do not pro- 
pose to sacrifice my independence and man- 
hood by submitting to such an outrage, and 
Itherefore declare my intention of with- 
drawing from this meeting, and ask all who 
feel as I do to go out with me. Let us go 


to some place where we can transact the . 


business for which we were elected.“ - 

He added that he was sorry to take such 
a step, for he loved Orange very much, but 
he thought it was the only course left open 
to him. Then, waving aloft his hat, he 
called upon the delegates to follow, and 
„started across to the door, and, amid hisses, 
left the room, followed by all of the Garden 
Grove delegation, all from Santa Ana, and 
most of those from Newport, Westminster, 
Tustin, Anaheim and Newhope, comprising 
about two-thirds of the convention. 

The Committee on Credentials and Or- 
ganization reported and the report was 
adopted. The temporary organization was 
made permanent. 

The Committee on Resolutions . 
and the report was adopted.

THE BOND PROPOSITION.

He said that he did not 
think that the objections urged by the 
Mayor were of any importance, but 
that as the Chief Magistrate had seen 
fit to call attention to theqmatter, than 
by throwing discredit on the bonds, he 
thought it would be better to repeal 
the ordinance and commence all over 
again.

The injunctiot of I. Ii. 
Bigelow vs. the City of Les Angeles, 


lady yesterday morning by Judge Ross, 
in the United States Cirouit Court. 
Judge Hutton concluded his argu- 
ment for the plaintiff, and Mr. Guthrie 
made an argument for her, They both 
went over much the same ground 
covered by G. Wiley Wells, Esq., in his 
opening argument, contending hat the 
urt has jurisdiction and that the 
plaintiff is entitled to an injunction, 
until the damages done to her property 
by the viaduct_is ascertained and paid. 
The closing 3 by Judge 
Chapman and Mr. Bearden also covered 
much the same ground as in the open- 
ing argument for the defendants, with 
a citation of additional authorities. 
Judge Ross, at the conclusion of 
argument, rendered a verbal decision, 
denying the prayer foran injunction. 
He stated that he did so upon the 
ground that a similarsuit with the 
same parties is now pending in the 
State Supreme Court. This, he held, 
would make a clash in authority he- 
tween the State and Federal Courts, 
and he did not consider it proper to 
consider this case while the case is 
pending in the State Court.

THE SUGAR FACTORY. 


Samples to Be Sent up to Spreckels 
Bros. 

It looks very much now as if the 
sugar beet factory will be established 
in Los Angeles very soon. J. D. 
Spreckels & Bros. have had their eyes 
on this section of the country for some 
time and they have finally made up 
their minds to establish at least one 
factory in or near Los Angeles, and it 
is more than probable that several 
others will be built in the southern 
portion of the State. 

Yesterday Secretary Higgins of the 
Chamber of Commerce received a let- 
ter from Spreckels, in which he re- 
quested the Secretary to send from 
this county sugar beet samples for an- 
alygs. Mr. Higgins will ship the sam- 
ples up Saturday next, and he is very 
anxious to have all farmers who have 
grown sugar beets send samples in not 
later than Saturday, so that he can 
make up his packages for Saturday. 

It has been estimated that if the 
sugar beet is properly cultivated in this 
county, and one or two factories are 
established here, the business will give 
employment toa large number of men, 
and will put in circulation over $90,000 
a month for wages and salaries alone. 

Several gentlemen who have spent 
some time in the cultivation of the 
sugar beet are confident that thé in- 
dustry will pay a greater profit per acre 
than any other farm product that has 
ever been grown in Southern Cailfcr- 
nia. The cultivation of the beet costs

THE MAYOR SHOOTS, 


AND BRINGS DOWN AN ON- 
TENSIBLE BURGLAR. 


Exciting Affair on Fort Street at 
10:30 Last Night—A Man Found 
Secreted Under Mayor Hazard's 
House—Carl Brandt in a Queer 
Fix. 


Last night about 10:80 o' clock a 
couple of shots were heard in the vicin- 
ity of Fort and Third streets, and ina 
few seconds a telephone message was 
received at the police station, asking 
that a mounted policeman be sent at 
once to Mayor Hazard’s residence, 
where a man was raising a disturb- 
ance. Officer Farmer was dispatched 
in answer to the message, and a TIMES 
reporter; who was in the station, ac- 
companied the officer. Arriving at the 
corner of Fort and Third streets, 
Mayor Hazard was found out on the 
pavement, barefooted and in his night- 
dress, while in his hands he held his 
double-barreled shotgun. He hurriedly 
explained to the officer that he had 
caught a man in his yard, and had 
ordered him to surrender, when he 
started off on arun, and he had shot 
at him. He pointed out the direction | 
in which the man had gone, down 
Third street to Main, when the officer 
dashed off in pursuit, while the re- 
porter interviewed the Mayor. 

Mr. Hazard stated that he had been 
in bed only a short time, when he was 
awakened by hearing some one prowl- 
ing about the house. As he had been 
sobbed only a short time ago, he at 
once got up, and, hurriedly slipping 
on his pantaloons, took his shotgun 
and went out to investigate the matter. 
He caught a man under the house, 
when he ordered him to come out and 
surrender, which he did. He then 
backed around the house, still keeping 
the fellow covered with his gun. Once 
the man started toward him, when he 
ordered him to stand back, or he 
would shoot, when he stopped. When 
he got around to the front gate he told 
the man to stand there until a police 
officer could be sent for. The man 
then suddenly broke ene started 


to run. As Mr. azard did 
not wish to kill the man, 
he waited until he got about 


40 or 50 feet away, when he fired one 
barrel of his shotgun at him, and as 
he did not stop, after waiting a few 
seconds, he fired the other barrel. 
The man kept running, and he thought 
had escaped, but with a load of small 
shot as a reminder. Be : 

In the meantime, however, the fugi- 
tive had been captured by Officers 
Farmer and Fowle, on Spring street, 
and brought to the station. 

The man proved to be Carl Brandt, 
a middle-aged German, a fresco artist 
and decorator, who resides with his 
family on Seventh street, An exam- 
ination by Dr. Morrison showed that 
the man had been pretty badly 
wounded, the entire charge of one 
barrel having taken effect just over the 
kidneys. Brandt was at once stripped 
and everything possible was done for 
him, but the extent of his injuries 
could not be ascertained last night. 
It was feared that some of the shot had 
entered the kidneys, and if this is the 
case the result is likely to be serious. 

Brandt, when questioned, could give 
no satisfactory account of how he came 
in Mr. Hazard’s yard. He at first told 
a cock-and-bull story about haying 
seen-a lady enter the house, and of his 


going in to see who it was, and after-

Mayor Hazard, when notifled of the 
extent of Brandt’s injuries, was much 
worried, as was also bis wife, and the 
Mayor came down to the station to see 
him, He said that he did not wish to 
kill the man, or even to seriously in- 
jure him, but he had placed him under 
arrest, and wanted to turn him over to 
the police, and he would not have been 
hurt if he had not attempted to escape. 

Even should the wound result fatally, 
no possible blame can attach to Mr. 
Hazard, as the circumstances would 
have justified him in shooting, without 
iy given the man the chance that 
he did. 

Ata late hour Brandt had pretty 
much recovered from the shock and 
was resting easily, though he com- 
plained of some pain in the abdomen, 
over the place where he was shot. 

Two boys have also been found, who 
say that they saw two men run down 
the church alley shortly after the 
shots were fired, one of whom fell down. 
From this and other circumstances, 
Mayor Hazard is confident that there 
was a gang of men, whose intention it 
was to rob his house, and that Brandt 
was prowling about the place locating 
the rooms, etc., beforg the lights were 
extinguished, so that an entrance 
could be effected. This theory is 
strengthened from the fact tbat he 
was noticed at the same window 
through which the thieves got into the 
house when it was robbed before. 

Another circumstance corroborative 
of the robbery theory, is the fact that 
Brandt was seen watching the house 
during the afternoon. Mrs. Hazard’s 
sister, Mrs. Hill, who lives with her, 
stated 
aged man, dressed ina light suit of 
clothes and with red hair and whiskers, 
hanging about the vicinity and watch- 
ing the house. His actions were so 
suspicious that he attracted her atten- 
tion, and she noticed him very closely. 
This description exactly fits Brandt. 

Brandt’s business is thut of a fresco 
artist and decorator. He is a married 


‘dren living on Seventh street. When 
searched. at the police station, a bank 
book of the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank was found in his pocket, showing 
that he has money on deposit there. 
He also had a fine gold watch and a 
handsome diamond stud. Brandt was 
one of the bidders for the contract for 
the decoration of the new City Hall, 
and was in the Council chamber dur- 
ing the session of that body yesterday 
afternoon.

Mrs. Long Accused of Burning Her 
| Valuable Wardrobe. 
Yesterday afternoon John McLane, 

an insurance agent, doing business in 

the Los Angeles Theater building, 

Swore Out a complaint before Justice 

Savage against Mrs. J. H. Long, wife 

of Col. Long, charging her with arson. 
Some three weeks ago a fire occurred 

at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Long 
on Cottage place, by which it was 
claimed that the lady’s wardrobe, val- 
ued at $1200, was entirely destroyed. 
There were a good many peculiar fea- 
tures connected with the fire which 
caused considerable comment at the 
time, In the first place, neither Mr. 
nor Mrs. Long were at home at 
the time of the fire, which was between 

11 and 12 o’clock at night, they having 

gone out to an entertainment. Besides 

— the explauation of the origin of 
o fire was not satisfactory. It was 

said that a lighted lamp had been 

left on a table by the ward- 
robe door, and a most sin- 
gular coincidence, nothing was injured 
except the wearing apparel, which was 
valued at $1200, just about the amount 
of the insurance. There were other 
suspicious circumstances connected 
with the case which did not improve 
the aspect of the affair. For instance. 
the insurance was taken out only the 
day preceding the night of the fire, 
and a day or so before the fire Col. 

Long brought his papers to the office of 

a friend of his for safe keeping, at the 

same time making inquiries as to 

whether an insurance policy on his 
wife’s clothing would also cover bis 
own. Then, too, the valuation placed 
on the property was considered ex- 
cessive, and when all of these things 
had been put together, the insurance 
agents determined to make a test case 
of the matter, and see whether or not 

— of arson could not be made to 

stick. 

Both Col. Long and his wife are 

well known in the city, and came into 

public notoriety some months ago, 
when the Colonel figured in a divorce 
suit against his former wife. This 
wife has since been living with an 

East Side insurance agent, a married 

man, and insists that the present Mr.

THREE ALARMS. 


A Big Haystack. Burned—Narrow 
Escapes. 

There were three fire alarms yester- 
day.

WHO WERE THEY AND WHENCE’ 
DID THEY, COME? 


The interesting discovery in Hondu- 
ras of the remains of a buried city, as 


‘35 described in the special dispatch from 


Mr. A. J. Miller, chief of the Central 
American Scientific Exploring Ex- 


pedition, published in Sunday’s 
TiMEs, draws renewed attention 
to that region, which hides in 
its dense forests and pathless 


swamps the secrets of a civilization as 
old, probably, as that of the Pharaohs. 
One of the most interesting questions 
Which it is hoped to decide by a thor- 
ough investigation of pre-historic re- 
mains in Central America is the ident- 
ity of the civilization of the old world 
and the new—the common origin, even 
in historical times, of the two peoples. 
Confirmation of this belief is found in 
similarities of architecture, of utensils, 
of weapons, of physiognomy, as shown 
on monuments, of religion, and in 
many other features of resemblance. 
The high point of civilization which 
the ancient inhabitants of Central and 
South America had attained is scarcely 
realized by a majority of people who 
have not made the subject one of spe- 
cial study. The paintings upon the 
walls of some of the temples of Central 
America reveal a state of the art as 
high as that of Egypt. Going further 
south, we find that the Peruvians 
had public roads 1500 to 2000 miles

The Council is not fortu- 
nate in the stickitlveness“ of its en- 
actments. Great bodies move slowly, 
but they are expected to be tolerably 
sure in their actions. 


THERE is a growing sentiment among 
the citizens, that it would not be right 
or judicious, even if we have the power, 
for us to practically destroy a long 
stretch of attractive sea coast, by 
dumping into it the unfiltered sewage 
of alarge city. This, even supposing 
the beach was where the sewage could 
have no prejudicial effect on the city. 
How much more, then, is this the case, 
whenthe dumping ground is not more 
than fifteen miles away in an air line, 
and in a direction whence the winds 
blows towards us, during nine-tenths 
of the year, and which beach is a popu- 
lar resort for our citizens. In this is- 
sue, Col. Blanton Duncan, an engi- 
neer of large practical experience, both 

in Europe and this country, indorses 
the suggestion made several times by 
us, that sufficient ground should be 
purchased by the city, within six or 
eight miles, and then leased for culti- 
vation. In this manner, the land 
would earn for the city enough to 
pay at least seven per cent. on the 
sewer bonds. lt is quite probable that 
some such pian as this will have to be 
decided upon, as both the folly and 
diMiculty of running the sewage into 
thie ocean grow, the more the matter is 


the accommodation of travelers. Some 
of their acqueducts were over 500 miles 
long. Magnificent stone bridges were 
built, and suspension bridges were in- 
vented, thousands of years before they 
were introduced into Europe. Both in 
Peru and Mexico they had a system of 
posts, by means of which news was 
transmitted hundreds of mi:es ina 
day. 
Sailing vessels were known to the 
ancient Central Americans. In 1502, 
at an island near Honduras, Columbus 
met a party of Mayas, in a large ves- 
sel, equipped with sails, and loaded 
with a variety of textile fabrics of 
divers colors. 
Ignatius Donnelly, in his interesting 
and ingenious work, Atlantis,“ seeks 
to show that there was commercial in- 
tercourse between and emigration 
from that lost continent to Honduras 
and other parts of Central America, 
All the traditions of Central America 
and Mexico point to some country in 
the eust, beyond the sea, as the ret 
of their first civilized people. Au ex- 
plorer, who spent four years in Yuca- 
tan, says that one-third of the Maya 
tongue is pure Greek. The Mayas 
may have their language from the 
Greeks, or from Sanscrit, of which 
Greek is an offspring. 
There is scarcely any doubt that the 
population of Central America, as 
also of Mexico, was at one time 
very dense and had attained to 
a higher degree of civilization than 
that of Europe, in the time of Colum- 
| It is also considered probable 

at they originally belonged to the 
white race. Désiré Charnay, who ex- 
plored the ruins of Central America in 
1881, says that the Toltecs were fair, 
robust and bearded, and thathe had 
often seen Indians of pure blood with 
blue eyes. The same author mentions 
the ocean of ruins“ which he saw all 
around, not inferior in size to those of 
Egypt. At Teotihuacan he measured 
one building 2000 feet wide on each 
side, and fifteen pyramids, each nearly 
as large in the base as that of Cheops. 
The city, he says, is of vast extent, the 
whole grounds, over a space of five or 
six milesin diameter, being covered 
with heaps of ruins, which at first 
make no impression,so complete is 
their dilapidation. The great antiquity 
of these ruins in shown by the fact that 
the very highways of the ancient city 
are composed of broken bricks and 
pottery, the débris left by earlier popu- 
lations. The explorer was moved to 
write as follows: nae 

“This continent is the land of mysteries; 
we here enter an infinity whose limits we 
cannot estimate. . Lshall soon have 
to quit work in this place. The long ave- 
nue on which it stands is lined with ruins: 
of public buildings and palaces, forming 
continuous lines, as in the streets of modern 
cities. Still, all these edifices and halls 
were as nothing compared to the vast sub- 
282 which strengthened their founda- 

The study of these facts leads to the 
thought that what we know of the his- 
tory of our race since its first appear- 
ance upon the earth is but infinitesi- 
mal in comparison with that which re- 
mains hidden in mystery. A complete 
and scientific exploration of the vast 
ruins of Central America would un- 
doubtedly do much to lift the veil of 
this mystery. We might then learn 
something of how this continent was 
first peopled; of the mysterious races 
who built the great irrigating works of 


found throughout the country. Such 
exploration, to be effective, would cost 
a large sum of money—more than 
could be furnished by individual en- 
terprise. It should be undertaken by 
combined action on the part of scien- 
tific societies, with, possibly, some gov- 
ernment aid. The United States is 
rich enough to be able to afford a few 
millions of dollars for the purpose of 
settling facts about the early history 
of this continent, which, after sinking 
into barbarism for several centuries, 
has now once more climbed to the 
highest degree of civilization, as far as 
the United States is concerned, and is 
marching rapidly forward in those sec- 
tions which were the scene of earlier 
progress.

Simultaneously comes the intelligence 
that his sister, Princess Louise, is, in 
due process of time, to be wedded to 
the Earl of Fife. 

The sovereign people of these United 
States care nothing for royalty in the 
abstract. But wedding bells sound 
just the same under whatever form of 
government, and these two couples of 
‘*high degree,“ who will be before the 
footlights for sometime to come, are 
certain of attracting a very fair share 
of friendly notice—even in republican 
America. 

Albert Victor is in his twenty-fifth 
year, unpalatable as the truth may be 
to those who can very clearly recall the 
warm national welcome accorded to 
his Danish mother, when, in March of 
1863, she arrived in England, sur- 
rounded by her bevy of Norse maidens, 
to be married to the Prince of Wales. 
The bride-elect in ‘this case is a 
daughter of the late German Emperor, 
Frederick, better known by his all but 
life-long title of the Crown Prince.” 
This same young lady occupied a 
good deal of attention last year in her 
unpropitious love affair with Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg—the plucky 
but ill-starred ex-ruler of Bulgaria. 
Despite the united entreaties of the 
three Victorias—grandmother, mother 
and daughter—Bismarck said No“ to 
the match, and put his foot down on 
it. Political reasons were assigned for 
the interference of the relentless old 
Chancellor, and the young pair had 
evidently no help but to submit, gather- 
ing what consolation they could from 
the assurance that they had acted for 
the good of their country.

THE 97H OF JULY. 


HISTORICAL MILESTONES = 
UP ON THIS DATE. 


Senator Blount’s Intrigue—Ar- 
nold Von Winkelreid—Notable 
Births and Deaths. 


From Cumberland to Redstone, a 
march of 50 miles, led over several 
steep ridges of the Alleghenies. Only 
Indian paths traversed this wilderness, 
through which the troops of Gen, 
Braddock had to cut a road for the 
wagons and artillery. Vexed at these 
delays, Braddock left Col. Dunbar to 
bring up the heavy baggage, and 
pushed on at the head of 1200 picked 
men. He was warned of the danger- 
ous country and advised to send for- 
ward a body of provincials to scour the 
woods in advance, but Braddock de- 
spised both the enemy and the pro- 
vincials.- At noon on July 9, 1755, ag 
his troops had crossed the Mononga- 
hela the second time, and were push- 
ing ay dap bank, the advance was fired 
upon by an invisible enemy. The as- 
‘Sailants were 200 French and 600 In- 
dians, with 13 French officers, none of 
them above the rank of captain. They 
were posted in an open wood, with un- 
dulations deep enough to conceal 
them as they lay on the ground. 
Braddock’s men were ‘thrown in- 
to confusion by the deadly fire 
from the tall grass. The General him- 
self fell mortally wounded, and most 
of his officers were wounded or slain. 
Capt. Horatio Gates, afterward an 
American revolutionary ai was 
among the wounded. 
Washington, with a body of provinel in 
covered the retreat, and succeeded 
saving the remnant of the army. The 
English loss was over 700 men, more 
than half their force, With all their 
baggage and artillery. The loss of the 
French and Indiaus was about 60. 
Col. Dunbar led the troops back to 
Cumberland, and from 
to Philadelphia. 
PORT HUDSON. 1 

As July. 1863, opened, the rene 
at Port Hudson began to eat 
meat, and only fifteen guns on 
works were left undisabled, while there 
were only twenty rounds of ammuni- 
tion to each man for the small arms. 
Banks's loss in the 45 days of the siege 
was 3000, and that of the Confederates 
800 men. The surrender of Port Hud- 
son, on July 9th, completed the capture 
of 10, 500 prisoners, 73 guns, three gun- 
boats, 6000 stand of small arms, eight 
transports, and a large quantity of 
cotton and other property. 

SENATOR BLOUNT’S INTRIGUE. 
Among the papers transmitted to 
Congress by President Adams early in 
July, 1797, was a copy of a letter from 
Senator William Blount of Tennessee 
late Governor of the territory south of 
the Ohio. The letter was addressed 
to a newly-appointed Indian eed 
among the Cherokees, and was b 
forwarded to the President. It a 
ared from this letter, and the evi- 
ence of a British agent named Lis- 
ton, that Blount was concerned in an in- 
trigue to transfer New Orleans and the 
Louisiana region from Spain to Great 
Britain, the latter power to furnish a 
| naval expedition and Blount a jand 
| force of backwoodsmen, Involved in 
extensive land speculations ount. 
desired to extricate himself bY, the:

by France, which was a military and 
not a commercial power. Biount’s 
letter tothe Indian agent was intended 
to engage him in the scheme. 
House at once notified the Senate that 
articles of impeachment would be pre- 
ferred as soon as possible, but the 
pee house anticipated the action bg 
8 Blount on the 9th of July. 

en the matter came up for trial in 
December, 1798, Blount’s counsel 
pleaded that "a Senator was not an 
‘‘officer,” liable to impeachment, and 
that if he were liable, his expulsion 
— him no longer a Senator. 

ea was sustained by the Senate, and 
Blount was accordingly acquitted. 

ARNOLD VON WINKELREID. 
On July 9, 1386, under the walls of 
Sempach, was fought a memorable 
battle between the Swiss and an Aus- 
trian army under Duke Leopold of 


4000 horse and 1400 foot. The Swiss 
numbered 1300, and as the ground was 
too uneven for cavalry, the knights 


dismounted and formed themselves 
into a compact body. The Swiss 
charged this wall of steel and sixty of 
their bravest were killed, while not a 
man of the Austrians was hurt. The 
mountaineers were beginning to despair 
of making any impression upon their 
apparently invulnerable opponents, 
when Arnold von Winkelreid, the 
knight of Unterwalden, seized with a 
— inspiration, rushed forward, 
grasped with outstretched hands as 
many pikes as he could reach, buried 
them in his bosom and bore them down 
with his weight to the earth. His com- 
anions rushed over his body into the 
— thus made, slaughtered the 
armor-burdened knights like sheep, 
and threw the remainder into the u 
most confusion and dismay. The con- 
flict lasted for some time longer, but 


- | the result was decided and Switzerland 


was independent of Austria forever.
